THE biggest celebration in Ban¬ 
bury’s calendar has been cancelled 
this year because of the long-await¬ 
ed extension of Castle Quay Shop¬ 
ping Centre, known as CQ2. 

What would have been the town’s 14th 
Canal Day will not go ahead following 
a reluctant decision by Banbury Town 
Council’s general services committee 
last week. 

The event, which pulls in up to 12,000 
people, was scheduled for Sunday, Oc¬ 
tober 1, but if everything goes to plan 
swathes of the canal are set to be closed. 

Banbury Town Council’s general ser¬ 
vices committee heard on Tuesday that, 
assuming planning permission is grant¬ 
ed, work could begin on the site in June. 

Committee chairman Colin Clarke 
said: “The difficulty is that most of the 
canal will be boarded off because of the 
development. 

“We’ve also got a problem with a lack 
of parking spaces. The car park in Bol¬ 
ton Road had to be demolished and the 
first thing CQ2 will do is demolish the 
north car park. 

“Somewhat reluctantly we put two 
and two together and decided the best 
thing would be to cancel the event. 
It wouldn’t be Canal Day because we 


would lose the canal.” 

Outline planning permission has al¬ 
ready been granted for CQ2 and Cher- 
well District Council is expecting a 
‘reserve matters application’, dealing 
with the details, shortly. 

Owner Aberdeen Asset Management 
has taken four years to get plans to¬ 
gether for the development, which is 
set to include a hotel, a 1,300-seat cin¬ 
ema and a supermarket. 

If work starts in the summer by Oc¬ 
tober towpaths on both sides of the 
canal, between General Foods Social 
Club and the Tom Rolt Bridge, will be 
fenced off. 

Mr Clarke added: “It is frustrating 
because from Banbury Town Council’s 
point of view Canal Day is the largest 
and most popular event that we organ¬ 
ise.” 

Canal Day sees the town’s historic 
canalside opened up to boaters, trad¬ 
ers, crafters and visitors from across 
the UK. 

Live entertainment from folk con¬ 
certs to barrel organs, fairground at¬ 
tractions and food and drink stretch 
from Sovereign Wharf to the General 
Foods Garden. 

Boat artist Louise Bunker, who is 
usually roped in by Tooley’s for paint¬ 
ing demonstrations, had been looking 
forward to her 11th event and reacted 
with dismay 


She said: “It’s such a shame. It’s very, 
very popular; year on year it has got 
better-attended and better-organised, and 
people love it. 

“What’s really good is the introduc¬ 
tion over the last three years of the craft 
fair. They have some really interesting 
things.” 

Pat Thomas, who runs the boat trips, 
said: “We are extremely disappointed 
that Canal Day cannot be managed in 
some way. 

“We understand the building has to hap¬ 
pen and safety has to be a concern, but we 
work hard to get the volunteers, and with 
a year’s break we don’t know what might 
happen. 

“It’s a great disappointment to the whole 
town. Thousands upon thousands turn 
out; it’s an astonishingly good event.”

Public are being asked for 
journey times after services 
in maternity downgraded

PATIENTS in North Oxford¬ 
shire are taking up to two 
hours to get to the John Rad¬ 
cliffe Hospital, according to a 
survey launched by an MP 

Victoria Prentis is asking the 
public for their journey times 
from Banbury to Oxford following 
the downgrade of maternity ser¬ 
vices at the Horton General Hospi¬ 
tal in October. 

According to health officials, the 
journey takes 30 to 38 minutes in 
an ambulance with its lights on. 

But people driving themselves to 
the John Radcliffe have reported 
much longer times, with the long¬ 
est recorded being two hours and 
12 minutes including parking, 
since the survey was launched by 
Mrs Prentis, the MP for Banbury, 
last month. 

Constituency support officer 
Zoe McLernon, who is collating 
responses, said: “I have had 240 re¬ 
sponses so far. They are coming in 
every hour. 

“The average journey time is 


roughly an hour-and-a-half. Some 
are one hour and some are two 
hours, and four people said it took 
them 60 minutes or more to park.” 

Jane Stratton, of Banbury, 
logged two hours 10 minutes and 
saw 28 cars queuing to park. 

Catriona Reid reported visitors 
were also struggling to get to the 
Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre. She 
said: “Left Banbury for 6.50am 
for my 8.30am appointment and 
arrived with just five minutes to 


spare. 95 minutes, with a baby” 

The downgrade of maternity ser¬ 
vices at the Horton was prompted 
by problems recruiting enough 
doctors and means the unit is now 
midwife-led. 

Expectant mothers considered to 
have ‘high-risk’ pregnancies have 
to give birth at the John Radcliffe 
and those who face complications 
in labour at the Horton need to be 
taken to Oxford by ambulance. 

Although Oxford University Hos¬ 


pitals NHS Foundation Trust said 
this would be temporary while it 
recruited doctors, the downgrade 
of Horton’s maternity unit would 
become permanent due to plans by 
health officials to reform the NHS 
in Oxfordshire. These could also 
see some stroke and critical care 
services moved to Oxford. 

Banbury solicitor Eddie Reeves 
raised concerns at a Oxfordshire 
Joint Health Overview and Scruti¬ 
ny Committee meeting this month.

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Waitrose for 
Christmas? 

THE new Waitrose store in 
Southam Road is due to open by 
Christmas, its head office has 
confirmed. 

Last week the supermarket giant 
announced 700 job cuts as it 
looked to close under-performing 
stores up and down the country. 

Up to 498 staff will face 
redundancy consultation and a 
further 180 will be lost over the 
next three years following a 
restructuring of management 
roles. 

But the new 29,000 sq ft store in 
Banbury in front of the Mondelez 
International factory, which 
received planning permission near 
the end of 2015, will go ahead as 
planned. 

Spokesman James Armstrong 
said: "At the moment the 
developers are finalising the last 
bits and pieces for it. 

"But our aim is to open by 
Christmas if everything goes to 
plan." 

Currently there are seven 
Waitrose branches in Oxfordshire, 
not including Banbury. The latest 
one to open was in Faringdon.

Criminal burned pictures 
of sentimental value and 
also stole £1,500 in cash

A JUDGE has lambasted a ‘ca¬ 
reer criminal’ over his sickening 
actions after he raided homes be¬ 
fore burning sentimental items 
to cover up his tracks. 

Drug addict Mark Lelli, of 
Glanville Gardens in Banbury, 
hung his head in shame as Judge 
Peter Ross jailed him for his 
‘campaign of burglaries.’ 

At Oxford Crown Court on 
Tuesday Judge Ross told Lelli: 
“People like you seem to think 
that people’s homes are nothing 
more than bricks and mortar, 
the contents of which should be 
made available to criminals like 
you so you can get money to take 
drugs. 

“Burglaries of people’s homes 
are not just offences against 
property but are offences against 
people. 

“Some of the property can 
never be recovered because you 
burned it. 

“How callous is that? Burning 
in your garden photographs that 
you had stolen, that is sick.” 

Lelli, 35, burgled the home of 
David Vincent in Banbury on 
Sunday, December 11 last year, 
the court heard. 

The three bedroom property is 
adapted for his wife’s disability 
and Judge Ross told the court the 
family would have moved after 
the crime had it not been for the 
special adaptations. 

The prosecution said on the 
night of December 11 the family 
had gone to bed at about 10pm 
and were only disturbed by their

dog barking in the early hours of 
the morning. 

Alongside almost £1,500 worth 
of cash, other items that were 
stolen include photographs of 
Mr Vincent’s parents, which 
were then burned by Lelli at his 
home address along with other 
paper documents. 

The family were able to track 
Lelli as he made his way through¬ 
out Banbury as a Find My iP¬ 
hone app had been installed on 
an iPhone which was also stolen. 

Merril Hughes, prosecuting, 
added: “In addition to the £1,500 
worth of items that were stolen 
from the home the family has 
spent a further £2,000 to get their 
home secured.” 

Lelli had three previous convic¬ 
tions for burglary. 

Adam Williams, defending, 
said the string of burglaries had 
happened to fund Lelli’s drug 


habit after he was made home¬ 
less by his father. 

He said: “He wished me to 
make clear to you that this was a 
difficult time in his life. This was 
to fund his drug taking. 

“Since being clean in custody 
he is due to start a drugs course 
and now understands the effects 
of his drug use and the affects of 
his crimes on his victims. 

“He expresses sincere re¬ 
morse.” 

In January Lelli admitted one 
count of burglary and two counts 
of theft and also asked Judge 
Ross to take into consideration 
an additional 14 offences he had 
committed between Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 21 and Tuesday, December 20 
last year. 

He was jailed for four years and 
nine months for burglary and 
two years for each count of theft 
to run concurrently.

A BUTCHER’S firm in Ban¬ 
bury Old Town has become 
the first to respond to the call 
for volunteer snow wardens. 

Staff at Steve Betts’s shop in 
Church Lane have received safe¬ 
ty equipment and training after 
the town council called for peo¬ 
ple to help keep pavements free 
of snow and ice. 

The scheme is an extension 
of an initiative started by the 
council in 2013 that sees nearly 
100 volunteers take responsibil¬ 
ity for gritting roads and pave¬ 
ments. 

Ice has already proved a prob¬ 
lem in the town centre and busi¬ 
nesses have been asked to get 


involved by gritting pavements 
outside their premises. 

Mr Betts said: “The safety of 
our customers is very important 
to us and we are pleased to be 
part of this scheme. 

“Spreading a bit of grit will 
take little time or effort but the 
benefits could be very signifi¬ 
cant. 

“If our actions prevent shop¬ 
pers from falling, perhaps break¬ 
ing bones or suffering head inju¬ 
ries, then it will be worthwhile.” 

About 80 wardens are already 
in place in Banbury but have 
rarely been called into action 
because of a succession of mild 
winters. 

This year ice proved a prob¬ 
lem throughout January and 
there have been flurries of snow 
across Oxfordshire in February 


as temperatures drop to below 
freezing. 

Cllr Kieron Mallon, leader of 
the Banbury Town Council, said: 
“I want to thank Mr Betts for his 
public-spirited actions. 

“I’m sure many people will be 
grateful to him and his staff if 
we have snow or another spell of 
icy weather. 

“Snow wardens are valued 
members of the community. 
They keep roads, pavements 
and footpaths safer for every¬ 
one throughout the winter, par¬ 
ticularly elderly and vulnerable 
residents who cannot help them¬ 
selves.”

STUDENTS at a Banbury college have 
stepped into a brave new world at the 
UK’s first “Virtual Reality suite”. 

The new permanent facility at Space 
Studio Banbury will offer students 
across the world new and interactive 
ways to learn using the latest technol¬ 
ogy 

It was opened on Friday by Banbury 
MP Victoria Prentis, who met with staff 
and young people at the site in Ruskin 
Road for talks and demonstrations. 

She said: “I was really pleased to at¬ 


tend the launch. It was very interesting 
to try out the technology and find out 
how it can be used in the school as a 
learning aid. 

“The VR suite will enable pupils to ex¬ 
plore a range of historic locations and 
they will also be able to create their own 
interactive settings. 

“The growth of technology in our 
schools gives young people a chance 
to learn in a very different and unique 
way. I am sure the VR suite will be very 
popular.” 

Virtual reality allows users to explore 
three-dimensional spaces using a head- 
mounted display. 

The device tracks a person’s move¬ 
ment as they walk and gesture and two 
hand-held controllers make the technol¬ 
ogy interactive. 

The suite at Space Studio Banbury 
will be equipped with three room-size 
VR stations using portable headset HTC 


Vive, which currently costs about £700. 

Campus principal Sylvia Thomas 
said: “From humanities to science and 
arts, languages to sports, VR offers new 
ways to learn. 

“We are very excited to see how pupils 
and staff will be able to use the new Vir¬ 
tual Reality suite to interact and create, 
enriching their school experience.” 

The site is one of two in Banbury 
alongside Banbury Academy run by 
learning provider Aspirations, and stu¬ 
dents from both sites will be able to use 
the suite. 

Abi Turkmore, head of drama at Ban¬ 
bury Academy, added: “By using the Vir¬ 
tual Reality suite our drama pupils will 
be able to explore a range of historic 
theatres and locations in a new and ex¬ 
citing way, complementing the trips we 
make to see live theatre but also helping 
the pupils visualise and understand the 
original performance.” 


Maternity unit downgrade referred on to minister 


A DECISION taken last 
September to downgrade 
maternity services at the 
Horton General Hospital is 
being referred to the 
Secretary of State. 

Four months after Horton 
began running a midwife-led 
unit (MLU) service due to 
staffing issues members of 
Oxfordshire County 


Council’s Health Overview 
and Scrutiny Committee 
voted unanimously to take 
the decision higher. 

It followed a previous 
failed motion in October in 
which members had voted 
five to three that enough 
evidence for the urgency of 
the move had been provided 
by Oxford University 


Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

Bringing forward a fresh 
motion yesterday, Deddington 
councillor Arash Fatemian said: 
“At the time OUH had adequate 
reasons for acting without 
consultation. That adequacy 
test no longer applies.” 

All 12 members voted in 
favour of the move and the 


Health Secretary will now be 
expected to rule on whether 
the change was permissible 
without public consultation. 

Since October 3 all expectant 
mothers in North Oxfordshire 
deemed ‘high-risk’ have had to 
travel to the John Radcliffe 
Hospital in Oxford to give birth. 

The trust said they 
acknowledged the decision.

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Fewer bobbies on beat 
as police cash cut bites

FEWER bobbies will be on the 
beat as Thames Valley Police 
braces itself for funding cuts 
of more than £22m over the 
next three years. 

A reduction of 59 police officer 
posts will be made and council tax 
paid to the force will increase by 
1.99 per cent this year, after Police 
and Crime Commissioner Antho¬ 
ny Stansfeld presented a budget 
which was approved last week. 

It comes as Thames Valley Police 
admitted in the budget report that 
the ‘true scale’ of crimes such as 
rape, child sexual abuse and do¬ 
mestic violence was still being 
‘uncovered’. 

Oxford City Councillor Dee Sin¬ 
clair, who represents the city on 
the police and crime panel, told 
the Oxford Mail ‘very difficult and 
challenging times’ lay ahead - de¬ 
spite TVP already dealing with 
£88.3m of cash cuts since 2011. 

A total of £10.5m worth of sav¬ 
ings will be made - with a draft 
budget for day to day police costs

for 2017/18 totalling £392m. 

Mrs Sinclair added: “It’s very dif¬ 
ficult and challenging times when 
you look at the crime figures and 
fear of crime. 

“It’s been coming down [from 
Government] for a number of 
years.” 

The city councillor admitted it 
was the best that could be done 
due to reductions in cash from the 
Government. 


Deputy PCC Matthew Barber 
previously said he thought there 
was no ‘dire news’ coming the 
force’s way in terms of Home Of¬ 
fice funding. 

He added in general, although 
public finances may improve, he 
couldn’t see public spending in¬ 
creasing ‘directly in line’.

“I wouldn’t say we wouldn’t want 
more money for the police, but 
given the scale of cuts we have 
had, we haven’t actually seen the 
destruction that many people have 
forecast in an awful lot of servic¬ 
es.”

‘candid’ in his comments on the 
cuts in suggesting a reduction of 
income would eventually have to 
mean fewer police officers.

Fire crews, police 
to pool resources 
in district project 

FIREFIGHTERS will be 
trained to look out for 
victims of crime as a 
pilot project is expanded. 

The scheme will also 
see Police Community 
Support Officers (PCSOs) 
taught how to spot fire- 
related risks and give fire 
safety advice on the spot. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Service 
and Thames Valley Police hope that by 
working together to pool their fire and 
crime information, they can offer an 
improved service. 

They said that a six-month pilot scheme 
in Carterton has been such a success it is 
being expanded across the whole of West 
Oxfordshire. 

Firefighters and PCSOs recently took 
part in a training exercise at Witney Fire 
Station to be able to offer home visits that 
will provide fire safety, home security, 
healthy living and crime prevention tips. 

It means PCSOs will be able to spot fire- 
related risks and offer fire safety or 
public health advice on the spot - instead 
of referring people to the fire service to 
arrange a second visit. 

Firefighters will be trained to look out 
for signs of when someone is vulnerable 
to crime and give advice on how to avoid 
becoming a victim of crime, such as 
doorstep crime. 

Kerry Blair, pictured, group manager at 
Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Service, 
said: it was a ‘fantastic example’ of the 
collaborative work between the two 
authorities. 

He added: “Home visits can cover 
anything from fire safety, home security 
safety and awareness of doorstep crime 
as well as health advice.”

Owners support scheme to 
make displaying of ratings 
for food outlets compulsory

RESTAURANT owners in Ox¬ 
fordshire have backed plans to 
make displaying food hygiene 
ratings compulsory as figures 
reveal more than 5,400 busi¬ 
nesses in the county could face 
losing customers. 

A law making food outlets show 
their rating in the window could 
be enforced within two years and a 
survey from business service com¬ 
pany NFU Mutual revealed that 
scores of three or less were turn¬ 
ing people away. 

Figures revealed that 14.7 per 
cent of restaurants in Oxford - 
1,281 - were rated three or lower, 
a figure which puts it in the bot¬ 
tom third nationwide. But city res¬ 
taurateurs backed the plans and 
hoped it would improve standards. 

Smart Fish and Chips in Black¬ 
bird Leys recently scored a five- 
star rating after slipping to a four 
pending building repairs. Owner 
Levent Koc said displaying the rat¬ 
ing created trust between restau¬ 
rateurs and their customers. 


He said: “The rating is vital but 
having it displayed in the window 
is even more important - people 
need to know the hygiene level. 

“We have created a trust with 
our customers over the years and 
they are confident in us and in our 
food. 

“The standards are high in Ox¬ 
ford but you do see a few two and 
three stars around which is sur¬ 
prising - and there aren’t many 


fish and chip shops with five.” 
He added: “ A new law could help 
improve things, but businesses 
need to welcome the council in 
and work with them to up their 
standards.” 

It is currently law in Wales where 
businesses face a fine of up to £200 
if they don’t display the rating in a 
‘conspicuous’ place. 

West Oxfordshire District Coun¬ 
cil performed the best in the 


county, with 6.5 per cent of res¬ 
taurants with three or lower, fol¬ 
lowed by Cherwell with 10.3 and 
South Oxfordshire with 14.3. Vale 
of White Horse District Council 
fared worst with 15.66 per cent. 

Collectively more than 5,400 res¬ 
taurants in Oxfordshire currently 
have a rating of three or below. 

A Government consultation on 
the new legislation is due to take 
place this year. 


Fog detector to 
be installed on 
road after crash 

A FOG sensor will be installed on the M40 
two years after a 33-vehicle crash killed a 
man and left dozens injured. 

Highways England said yesterday it 
would release more details on when it 
would be put in place in the coming 
weeks. 

On February 14,2015 Robert Pilott, 64, 
was killed and many more were seriously 
injured in the collision on the major 
trunk road near Bicester. 

Police said at the time that fog had 
played a ‘major part’ in the crash and 
that it had been the single largest 
collision the force had dealt with for 
many years, involving more than 50 
motorists and passengers. 

Highways England spokesman Jack 
Tappin said: “Driver safety is a top 
priority for Highways England across all 
of our roads. 

“We are committed to installing a new 
fog sensor on the M40 near junction 9, 
which we believe will improve driver 
safety. 

“We are currently in the final stages of 
agreeing this work and will look to 
deliver it soon.” 

An inquest into the death of Mr Pilott 
in September 2015 heard how there had 
been no fog sensor at that road and 
coroner Darren Salter promised 
to write to Highways England about the 
issue. 

Fog was also a factor after an Oxford 
Bus Company coach overturned on the 
M40 near Thame in December. 

The only fog detector on the M40 
currently in use is at junction 15 near 
Warwick. 

The devices alert highway staff to fog, 
enabling them to trigger electronic 
warning signs.

City launches petition against bid for a single authority 
as county accuses its district rivals of scaremongering

A WAR of words has erupted 
over plans for a ‘Super Council’, 
with rival authorities ramping 
up their attacks as they turn on 
one another. 

In an extraordinary exchange, Ox¬ 
fordshire County Council accused 
its district counterparts of spread¬ 
ing ‘misleading scare stories’ on so¬ 
cial media. 

Since last month, it has been cam¬ 
paigning for the six biggest authori¬ 
ties in the county to be scrapped and 
replaced with a single organisation, 
which it argues would save £20m a 
year and make services better. 

But in a series of broadsides, city 
council leader Bob Price hit out at 
the super council vision spearhead¬ 
ed by county council leader Ian Hud¬ 
speth, branding it ‘a massive threat’ 
that would put community facilities 
and local democracy at risk across 
Oxfordshire. 

It comes as as a taxpayer-funded 
campaign against the plan was 
launched last night by Oxford City 
Council, with a petition on web¬ 
site change.org against the project, 
which it says will see people in the 
city lose control of their own affairs. 

Mr Price said: “Oxfordshire Coun¬ 
ty Council has cut and cut and cut. 

“They have closed homeless shel¬ 
ters by cutting grants, they have left 
communities isolated by cutting bus 
subsidies, they have devastated fam¬ 
ilies by cutting children’s centres, 
and they have left our roads riddled 
with potholes and gridlock. 

“And now, with nothing left to cut, 
and in an act of sheer desperation 
they are coming after Oxford City 
Council, your money and your city.” 

Meanwhile, Cherwell District 


Council said the county council was 
‘closing children’s centres [and] 
impacting on families’ in a Twitter 
post. 

A county council spokesman said: 
“Like many other councils that run 
social services, Oxfordshire County 
Council has had to make some dif¬ 
ficult decisions as a result of reduc¬ 
ing government funding and rising 
demand for children’s and adult so¬ 
cial care. 

“It is worrying that Cherwell 
seems to have little concept of this 
national situation.” 

Running six councils was ‘waste¬ 
ful and inefficient’ it added, and 
£400,000 per week of savings could 
instead go towards protecting ser¬ 
vices. 

It came as emails leaked to the 
Banbury Cake also revealed council 
bosses were putting a devolution bid 
to claw back powers from Westmin¬ 
ster on ice. 


Peter Thompson, chairman of 
Oxford Civic Society, accused lo¬ 
cal authorities of presiding over ‘a 
shambles’ that could see the county 
miss out on hundreds of millions of 
pounds. 

He said: “There is a desperate need 
for councils in Oxfordshire to work 
together more closely but the uni¬ 
tary council proposals do not have 
widespread support and now people 
seem to be jumping ship from the de¬ 
volution bid. 

“This is going to look like a com¬ 
plete shambles to the Government. 
And I am sure they will also be frus¬ 
trated because they have clearly rec¬ 
ognised the economic potential of 
Oxford but it now risks not being de¬ 
livered because of petty squabbling 
between local authorities here. 

“It is very unfortunate.” 

In an exchange seen by the Ban¬ 
bury Cake, local authority leaders 
poured cold water over proposals 


to seek hundreds of millions of 
pounds in funding from the Govern¬ 
ment. Responding to an email from 
Oxfordshire Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership (OxLEP) chief executive 
Nigel Tipple, Mr Hudspeth claimed 
key figures were now ‘casting doubt’ 
over the prospect of future devolu¬ 
tion deals. 

He referred to comments by Local 
Government Association chairman 
Lord Porter, who this month said de¬ 
volution was ‘dead’. 

Lord Porter said this was because 
warring councils in England had 
been offered opportunities by the 
Government but instead had thrown 
them ‘back in their face’. 

Mr Hudspeth suggested delaying 
‘any expenditure’ on the county’s 
bid until the matter was clear. 

He was supported by Matthew Bar¬ 
ber, leader of Vale of White Horse 
District Council, who added: “No 
point committing expenditure until 
we know for sure.” 

But last night OxLEP boss Mr Tip¬ 
ple said he believed work on the de¬ 
volution proposals should still con¬ 
tinue, adding: “There is definitely 
merit in working together across 
the county for improvements to in¬ 
frastructure and to deliver housing. 

“Ian and Matthew have now said 
they don’t think things should go 
ahead ... but what I have said is I 
think there is merit in continuing 
to develop the devolution proposals 
irrespective of any governance dis¬ 
cussions happening. 

“That would be my advice to them. 
I have not heard back from the other 
council leaders yet.” 

Speaking last night, Mr Hudspeth 
said: “Lord Porter was clear in his 
statements and I would not want to 
waste taxpayers’ money [on a de¬ 
volution bid] if we do not have any 
clarity.”

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Judge raps Parliament 
in his final summing up

After 50 years of legal 
service, grandfather says 
new laws too complicated

POLITICIANS and peers re¬ 
sponsible for drafting the laws 
of the land are not doing their 
job properly, according to a re¬ 
tiring senior judge. 

Judge Charles Harris QC claimed 
Parliament is churning out com¬ 
plex and often “unnecessary” laws 
instead of concentrating on mak¬ 
ing current legislation simpler. 

The “torrent” of legislation has 
forced the legal system to become 
incomprehensible to both lawyers 
and the public, the civil judge re¬ 
vealed. 

His remarks come as judges, 
barristers and court staff united 
on Friday to bid farewell to the 
grandfather-of-seven after 50 years 
of service in the legal profession. 

Speaking to the Oxford Mail from 
his Oxford County Court cham¬ 
bers, Judge Harris said: “The law 
should be capable of being under¬ 
stood by the people that it applies 
to. Now, Parliament passes laws 
which people can’t understand.” 

The father-of-three said there is 


“far too much legislation” govern¬ 
ing the UK, claiming the last three 
prime ministers produced an aver¬ 
age of 2,629 laws per year. 

Consumer credit laws, data pro¬ 
tection, tax and criminal sentenc¬ 
ing have become complicated, and 
it is now too expensive for the pub¬ 
lic to take legal action just to estab¬ 
lish their rights, he said. 

Judge Harris, who lives in North 
Oxfordshire with wife Carol, was 


born in Sedgley, West Midlands. 
He became a QC in 1989, a Record¬ 
er in 1990 and became a circuit 
judge based in Oxford in 1993. 

He was appointed the desig¬ 
nated civil judge for Oxford in 
2001, enjoyed a five-year stint on 
the Parole Board and served on 
the Crown Court Rule Committee 
from 1997 until 2005. 

He was a member of the Council 
of Her Majesty’s Circuit Judges 


from 2002, chaired the Civil Com¬ 
mittee for two years and became 
president of the council in 2010. 

The 72-year-old said it was a 
“great shame” criticism had been 
thrown at judges dealing with the 
Brexit process - which the Su¬ 
preme Court ruled could not begin 
until voted on by Parliament. 

Revealing he wanted the UK to 
leave the European Union, the 
judge added: “Parliament does not 
do its job. A great deal of legisla¬ 
tion comes from European regu¬ 
lations which are not properly in¬ 
vigilated by Parliament. 

“Our own laws should be made 
by the British Parliament and in¬ 
terpreted by our courts - which 
are some of the best in the world. 

“Judges bend over backwards 
not to be political. They should not 
be criticised. All they are doing is 
interpreting the law and setting 
out what it says and that’s a job of 
immense difficulty.” 

The judge praised the “charm¬ 
ing” staff at the Oxford court, who 
he said often get “poached” by law 
firms and other courts which offer 
higher pay 

He added: “It’s a constant battle 
to keep good staff.” 

But he is now looking forward 
to mountaineering, skiing, archi¬ 
tecture and reading after years 
indulging in the “daily combat” of 
court.

MOONLIGHT (15, 111 mins) Drama/ 
Romance. Mahershala AM, Naomie 
Harris, Janelle Monae, Patrick

BASED on the stage play In 
Moonlight Black Boys Look Blue 
by Tarell Alvin McCraney, 
writer-director Barry Jenkins’ 
tender coming-of-age drama 
finds hope, compassion and 
salvation in the darkest places. 

Moonlight glimpses abuse, 
regret and desire from the 
perspective of an African 
American boy struggling to 
come to terms with his sexuality 
against a backdrop of crime and 
punishment in Miami, Florida. 

Neatly bookmarked into three 
chapters which capture the 
central character at different 
points in his life, it is an 
extraordinary film of naked 
emotion, broken dreams and 
deep longing that upends 
stereotypes and speaks loudest 
in agonising silences between 
tortured characters. 

Naomie Harris scorches every 
frame as a drug-addicted mother, 
whose lip-curling cruelty 
propels her wounded son into 
the surrogate care of her own 
dealer. 

Twelve-year-old Chiron (Alex 
Hibbert) is one of the smallest 
boys in his year and an obvious 
target for bullies. 

Any beatings pale next to the 
pain inflicted by his mother 
Paula (Harris), who is a slave to 
her drug habit. 

Her neglect drives Chiron into 
the arms of dealer Juan 
(Mahershala Ali) and his 
girlfriend Teresa (Janelle 
Monae), who try to provide a 
stable home environment as he 
contends with growing pains. 


As Chiron grows into an 
awkward 16-year-old (now 
played by Ashton Sanders), the 
lad recognises his attraction to 
his best friend Kevin (Jharrel 
Jerome). 

Many years later, Chiron (now 
played by Trevante Rhodes), 
drives to the diner where Kevin 
(now played by Andre Holland) 
waits tables in order to purge 
the poison. 

“For a long time, I tried not to 
remember,” confesses Chiron to 
the only man he ever loved. 

Moonlight is a wondrous 
collaboration between a director 
at the height of his powers and a 
cast willing to lay themselves 
emotionally bare for their art.

BASED on an inspirational true 
story, Hidden Figures is a crowd¬ 
pleasing drama, which 
celebrates three brilliant 
African-American women, who 
lit the touch paper on Nasa’s 
1960s space race. 

Laughter and tears abound, 
flecked with romance and 
bravura recreations of key 
events from an era when men 
and women of science were 
literally shooting for the moon 
as the rest of the world watched 
in awe. 

Katherine Johnson (Henson) 
and fellow mathematicians 
Mary Jackson (Janelle Monae) 
and Dorothy Vaughan (Octavia 
Spencer) work in the segregated 
West Computing Group in 
Hampton, Virginia. 

They are part of Nasa’s 
concerted effort to put a man 
into space before the Soviets. 


Cake Bookworm 


The Heart's Invisible Furies by John 
Boyne is published in hardback by 
Doubleday, priced £16.99 (ebook 
£9.99). 

Boyne's latest foray into the story 
of Ireland is much funnier but 
no less hard-hitting in its social 
backdrop than his previous novels, 
including A History Of Loneliness. 

It centres on the lifelong trials and 
tribulations of Cyril Avery, a boy 
born in 1945 out of wedlock to 
an Irish mother, who is disgraced 
by the church and those around 
her. Adopted by a pair of middle- 
class Dublin eccentrics, he strikes 
up a friendship with a spoilt, 
risky character, Julian Woodbead. 
That friendship provides the link 
through much of Cyril's life, told 
in the first person, in which he 
comes to terms with being gay 
in a country, that, until recently 
scorned homosexuality, his ill-fated 
relationships, the savagery of the 
church, the scourge of Aids and 
other real events which provide a 


backdrop to the story. A great read. 
A Gentleman In Moscow by Amor 
Towles is published in hardback by 
Hutchinson, priced £12.99 (ebook 
£8.99). 

Described as The Grand Budapest 
Hotel meets War And Peace, A 
Gentleman In Moscow is quite a 
novel to behold. Towles' use of 
language is an absolute pleasure 
to read and you can't help but 
savour every last word. The story 
opens a couple of years after the 
Russian Revolution, during a time 
of ferocious upheaval. A devilishly 
good-looking count, Alexander 
Rostov has been summoned 
before an emergency committee 
and accused of penning a counter 
revolutionary poem. For the next 
several years, under hotel arrest, he 
forms relationships with employees, 
visitors and a young girl whom he 
becomes a guardian for. Almost 
overly wordy at points, Towles 
spends a lot of time on detailed 
descriptions of Rostov and his
